There  are  three  distinct  varieties  here  offered,  United  States,  States 
United  and  Club  rays.  There  are  also  many  minute  differences  in  the  dies, 
but  no  further  attempt  to  classify  them  is  here  made,  they  are  grouped  ac- 
cording to  preservation. 

Early  in  the  “eighties,”  the  President  of  the  Bank  of  New  York,  gave 
a banquet  to  the  officers  and  employees,  to  each  guest  he  presented  a bright 
red  Fugio,  as  a token  of  remembrance.  They  were  from  a considerable 
number  found  in  the  vaults  of  the  bank.  As  it  was  about  the  period  that 
they  began  to  be  offered  to  dealers  and  collectors,  I am  presuming  this 
circumstance  to  have  been  the  source  of  their  appearance.  I believe  all  to 
be  from  the  same  dies  also  that  they  slightly  differ  from  others  of  the  series.
